WHEN COAL WAS FORMED. 

Curious Condition the Earth Was In at 
That Period. 

What is said to be the strangest 
period through which this earth has 
passed is the one that was responsible 
for the formation of coal. The planet 
is described as being at that time fiat 
and smooth as to surface and peculiar 
ns to vegetation. The continents were 
Just beginning to rise above the ocean, 
and the land had not yet become dry. 
Mountain ranges had not arisen from 
the swamps, and the atmosphere was 
thick with fog. in this state of affairs 
there sprouted and nourished the 
plants which were later to furnish the , 
world with its coal supply. 1 

These plants grew as big as our 
largest trees, taking deep root in the 
morass and flourishing like the lush 
grasses in moist meadow land, devel- 
oped into ' the strange shapes now 
found in tropic vegetation. The for- 
ests looked, scientists state, like dense 
growths of weeds, rushes and enormou# 
ferns. Some of them grew in the shape 
of cacti, having spines all over them. 
This kind of vegetation was very rich 
in carbon, which it derived from the 
warm, moist atmosphere. Then the 
millions of years rolled by, the forests 
of giant weeds were buried by deposits 
of earthly material, and the chemical 
change took place which slowly 
changed them into coal. This process 
stopped with the carboniferous age, so 
that when tlje present supply of coal 
is dug out of the ground there will bo 
no more.— New York Sun.

Yellow Writing Paper Easy on Eyes. 

Oculists have often called attention 
to the fact that the eyes are easily fa- 
tigued by the reflection from white pa- 
per, especially when the surface Is un- 
der a strong light. Since green is 
known to l>o the color most restful to 
the eyes, It is a commou practice to 
use wall papers and draperies of that 
color In libraries and private studies. 
For writing paper, however, green Is 
an unsatisfactory color. It Imparts a 
reddish appearance to the writing and 
makes it bard to read. Yellow writing 
paper Is not open to the same objec- 
tion. In strong daylight It is softer 
than pure white i»aper, and In artificial 
light Is not too dark.

ON THE FARM

All tin* old stock that is not wanted 
should now lie disposed of before they i’ll 
iuto molt. 

Now aet in the rnUbanas. Tliex’ll 
coine in uice for stock fet-d next winter. 
A turned under timothy s*h 1 will do for 
them. 

Do not itse a horseliaO unless it is a 
canopy-top hat. The ordinary bell- 
shaped hat does inure harm than good. 

Water your horse as often as possible. 
Soiling as a horsi is working, water in 
moderate i|iianliiies will not hurt him. 
But let him drink only a few swallows if 
he is going lo stand still. 

The uick of time in spraying potatoes 
for blight is before the blight strikes 
them. It is discouraging to look out aud 
see a nice Held all turned black. We hope 
that will uot be the way with yours. 

Watch your horse. If lie stops sweat- 
ing suddenly, or jf he breathes short and 
quick, or if his ears droop, or if he stands 
with his legs braced sideways, he is in 
danger of a heat or sunstroke and needs 
attention al once. 

In tlie selection of a dog for the farm, 
choose the kind that w ill be of some use- 
fullness. The collie, shepherd aud some 
breed of hound are all serviceable in the 
country. 

Potatoes like a rather fertile, cool, 
moist, hut well drained, soil. It is a 
waste of ground and seed to try to grow 
a crop of potatoes in any soil that is hot, 
dry and full of weeds. The vines must 
hare a full share of sun and air, and the 
roots aud forming tubers must have a 
moist and relatively cool soil in which to 
grow. 

Lice sometimes causes feailu r eating. 
The hen, in attempting to ease herself of 
the annoyance caused by the irritating 
1 presence of the lice, picks at the base of 
1 the feathers, occasionally pulls one out 
‘ and, liuding it succulent, continues till 
1 she becomes a contl rmed feather eater.— 
Kausas Farmer. 

Two very Important poin.s in cherry 
growing should lie studied closely before 
going into the business. The Hrst is the 
location of the orchard. The cherry 
should be planted on high, rolling, well 
drained soil, for the trees w ill not thrive 
on wet, soggy land. A rich loam inter- 
spersed witli sand is the ideal soil, as it 
, warms up early and gives life and vigor 
to the tree. 

In many sections of the northern states 
where the apple trees are likely to pro- 
duce new wood so late in the season that 
it runs the risk of being injured by the 
fall freezes, it is well to stop cultivation 
about the loll) of July and sow some 
cover crop which will absorb the surplus 
moisture that the soil may contain. 

The white clover is abundant this year 
ai;ain in many sections and both stock aud 
bees are making the most of it. It is not 
only pleasing to the eye as it Hecks the 
pasture stretches, hut the odor from it is 
most fragrant. It may be due to having 
I needed moisture, but it is appearing this 
season in abundance where there has been 
little or none of it for the past two years. 

To kill the worms on gooseberry bushes 
use a spray of arsenical poison. Either 
mix Paris green at the rate of one ounce 
to ten gallons of w ater, or , arsenate of 
lead, one ounce to one gallon of water. 

I Spray as a mist so that the vines will be- 
come covered hut not dripping. When 
the fruit is about ready to pick, do not 
use poisonous sprays, but apply powdered 
hellebore by dusting it on the leaves. 

The mistake is too often made of “lay- 
ing by" corn too early. Our experience 
has taught us that it pays to cultivate 
corn late. It is highly Important to con- 
serve the soil moisture by shallow culti- 
vation. Weeds should no*, be allowed to 
rob the plants of nourishment, nor should 
disagreeable work in cultivating tall corn 
deter us from keeping up tillage. If you 
have never tried late cultivation, give it a 
trial this year. 

Sorrel is a perennial and spreads both 
by seed and by underground rootstocks. 

( in poor soil seeded down to meadow or 
pasture, the pest is hard to flght. Clean 
cultivation w ill soon get rid of it for the 
time being but if it is necessary to keep 
the land in grass, the only thing which 


can be done is to spread Hve to ten tons 
of manure aud a ton of limestone on each 
acre. This, combined with a heavy settl- 
ing grass and clover in the spriug, will 
soon result in the sorrel being displaced 
— Wallace's Farmer. 

Any farmer who lias or has not a good 
barn will tell you that a good barn is one 
of the very best tilings ill the line of t arm 
equipment. It is a question with many 
beginners as to which shall come llrst, 
the barn nr the dwelling house. This is 
true, however, in farming; the barn may 
be made to pay for the dwelling, but sel- 
dom ever can the dwelling lie made to 
furnish means for building the good barn. 
Both structures are essential to the best 
kind of farm life and farm profits and it 
should lie the dellnite aim of every farmer 
to ultimately build both a good, large barn 
and a good and well arranged dwelling. 

Blaek But : — This is the most common 
disease of grapes in t lie state. It attacks 
the leaves, stem and fruit. On the fruit 
when about half grown, brown or black- 
ish spots appear w hich spread and aflVct 
the whole berry, causing it to shrivel and 
dry up. 

Uipc Uot : — This disease is much like 
black rot, but as the name indicates, usu- 
ally attacks the fruit when about mature. 
For these diseases spray three or four 
times with Bordeaux mixture, and twice 
with the animoniacal solution of copper 
carbonate. This will not discolor the 
fruit like the Ilordeau and so can he used 
up to within a few days of picking time. 

Shoe Industry. 

Fur several weeks the principal busi- 
ness of retail shoe dealers will be in va- 
cation goods and the demand w ill help to 
clear up certain stocks not otherwise 
readily disposed of. In this connection 
the movement of white goods will he im- 
portant. Already dealers are satisfied 
that the season was not blighted, as they 
feared it would be, before it began All 
the danger of overloaded shelves is safely 
passed, ami if there is aDy danger at all it 
will be a shortage rather than an over- 
plus. 

The movement at this time is principally 
in white goods, both canvas and nubnek 
leather being in demand. The sale of 
women’s lines lias been especially marked 
everywhere, and now that the vacation 
season is on the demand for men's lines is 
increasing. Some manufacturers antici- 
pate a sale for white button boots for 
women for fall wear, and this shows 
what a decided hold the fad has. 

Next to white shoes tans are popular; 
more so for men, but for women the w hite 
oxfords are in the lead, enough to make 
a marked eHect on the movement of Rus- 
sia tan oxfords. 

A peculiar condition is reported as ex- 
isting quite w idely in men's wear, w here 
the demand for oxfords is falling ofl\ 
Salesmen who represent a large part of 
the men’s wear manufacturing trade have 
found the sale of high boots exceeding 
the Oxfords in retail stores at present. 
This situation is surprising to the trade, 
and will attect next y ear's output, as deal- 
ers who have oxfords left over this year 
will not order others for 1013. The rea- 
son for this condition is not discovered, 
though various theories are advanced. 
The oxford is the logical shoe for warm 
weather wear, and, with the handsome 
hoisery in vogue, gives the foot a neat ap- 
pearance. However, dealers have to face 
a condition, not a theory ; and it is evi- 
dent that it will affect the next year’s sup- 
plies. 

While the sale of high boots in white 
materials for women's wear goes on well, 
the demand for pumps is good, present 
styles are as near perfection as can lie se- 
cured. New ideas to make them tit, have 
been adopted, and interchangeable bows 
have given the pump a wider Held of use- 
fulness. At the same lime, the plain 
pump ou a pretty foot is a desirable com- 
bination. 

Spriug samples are being evolved and it 
is evident that present shapes and styles 
of shoes have been well-liked, as the new 
styles will show little change from the re- 
cent standards in patterns or lasts. The 
tendecy toward comfort is as marked as 
any change, aud yet all tastes and temper- 
aments will Hnd shoes suitable. As is 
usually the case, the fall styles foreshadow 
the spring styles, and the high wide toe, 
roomy without a hump, is characteristic 
of the new styles. The heels will be 
lower, and in the fall lines heavier and 
thicker soles are being introduced —Bos- 
ton Transcript.

' SCENE OF THE PARADE. 

The Declaration of Independence, 
July Fourth, 1912. 

On the morning of the date stated above 
in the vicinity of a true Yankee's break- 
fast-time, a man of pleasing presence and 
of stately bearing arrived in the old his- 
torical town of Weymouth. During his 
brisk walk from the station to Washing- 
ton square, he bad evidently been greatly 
pleased at the showing of naiioual colors. 
That he xvas aware of an unusual event 
occurring In this rather staid old town 
xx as ipiitc noticeable f rom his earnest 
intei.tion to arrive at some particular 
point. Upon his arrival in Washington 
square, he immediately lost himself mo- 
mentarily in the immense throng gathered 
there. 

For some time the composite collection 
of humans in Washington square had 
earnestly kept time xxitli distant music, 
and although it is frequently stated that 
“distance lends enchantment" unite evi- 
dently this was an exception. For the 
eagerness displayed by all signified that 
seeing as well as hearing was the en- 
chantment sought for. 

“Here they come!" The cry xxas gen- 
eral “See Fitz!” “Oh you chief" 
“Some class Russ!" These xxere some 
of the exclamations indulged generally 
from month to mouth. At last to the 
tune* of a stirring march the head of the 
column swung into Washington square, 
to receive a tremendous ovation.

Undoubtedly there has been and is now 
a great abuse of the “hose system" in 
many instances people using hose for the 
entire txventv four hours of the diy and 
allowing large quantities of water go to 
waste or reducing pressuie at the expense 
of the neighbors legetimate use of water 
for domestic purposes. 

The real difficulty no doubt is in the 
fact that we have outgrown, not the wa- 
ter supply, but the system inaugurated 
for meeting the demands made upon the 
water and will soon lie confronted with a 
demand for radical improvements on the 
system.

How to Kill Poison Ivy. 

An Iowa correspondent writes : 

“In front of the house on the roadside 
there is so much poison i vy that the grass 
will not grow. I tried to grub it out, and 
was laid up for three weeks with the poi- 
son. Now is there any tiling that would 
kill it by spraying, or can you give me 
any plan to get riJ of it?” 

The Ohio experiment station says that 
spraying with a common salt solution 
made by dissolving common salt in water 
at the rate of 3 pounds to a gallon is very 
effective. It is recommended that spray- 
ing be repeated every three or four weeks 
till the vines are dead. Another method 
is that recommended by the United States 
Department of Agriculture which consists 
in patting a teaspoonful of concentrated 
sulphuric acid on the stems every week or 
so in the spring. If a man can be found 
who is not affected w ith the poison it will 
be worth while to pay him to thoroughly 
grub out the plants. Any one who has 
much work to do around poison ivy should 
keep in stock a lotion made hy dissolving 
sugar of lead in CO per cent alcohol. It 
is claimed that such a lotion will, if put 
on after one has come in contact with 
poison ivy, dissolve the poison w hich 
causes the trouble. — Wallace's Farmer.

place. It looked so attractive, stand- 
ing there In the shade, that 1 myself 
was almost tempted to escape from the 
sunshine and seek refuge beneath its 
hospitable roof."— Wide World Maga- 
zine.

i ontact with the food particles. If tlie 
food Is diluted with water the diges- 
tive juices can easily have access to it. 
In this and in other ways water keeps 
the digestive tract clean. If iieople 
drank enough water there would be no 
operations for appendicitis.— Kansas 
Industrialist.

<>n rather hilly land, as well as all land 
inclined to wash badly, it is best to run 
the hearing orchard in a continuous cover 
crop for all the seasons to prevent erosion 
and waste of plant foods. The grass or 
other cover crop used may be mown once 
or more times during the growing season, 
and allowed to lie on Ihcginnnd as cut or 
piled around the trees. It is not best t;* 
remove any cover crop from the bearing 
orchard, as the trees at maturity and in 
heavy hearing, extract large amounts of 
foods from the soil, and the ground 
should have plant foods added to it rather 
than taken nwav. One great advantage 
of the perinaui't soil in the bearing orchard 
is that the ground is always lint) for hold- 
ing up teams and wagons for spraying, 
manuring or gathering fruit.

Safe and Sane Motoring.

Now that tlie motor car touring season 
has started up in full blast with owners 
making long trip**, particularly on Sun- 
days. the newspapeis xxill continue to 
chronicle accidents of various kinds. 
And all through the Summer there will be 
statements made by persons who figured 
in accidents that the steering gear broke. 

Right here it is xvell to sav that this ex- 
cuse has been giveu time and again when 
there xxas not a particle of truth in it. 
By that statement the xvriter does not 
mean that the steering gear of a ear never 
breaks. There have been accidents due 
to such causes, accidents which could 
have been prevented had the oxvner paid a 
little attention to this part of the car 
from time to time. 

But when a driver is racing along the 
highway at high speed, and the front 
wheels strike a soft spot, or a bit of 
greasy road that causes the car to skid off 
the highway, it is not fair to blame the 
car. Yet this is what happens very often. 

Absolute carelessness brings about 
many accidents. Taxing chances is tlie 
cause of a lot more. But the unavoid- 
able are far in tlie minority. Men xxiio 
have repaired cars that have been brought 
in after an accident, for which the old ex- 
cuse of bother with tlie steering gear lias 
been given, have found there was nothing 
at all the matter w ith this part of the ear. 

MOTORISTS TO BLAME. 

Every once in a while folloxvlng some 
accident or another a hue and cry goes up 
that it. Ilionld not be tolerated. Many 
motorists join in the cry and say it is out. 
rageous. Aud yet had they done their 
duty perhaps it would not have occurred. 

The great danger in motoring is oti tlie 
couutry roads, where there is no chance 
for police officials to note the driving. 
Therefore, tlie sane and sensible motor- 
ists owe a duty to theraselvesand the gen- 
eral public to rule off the road the men 
who disregard the rights of others. 

It is not unusual to be traveling along 
at a sane rate of speed and have a car 
conic from behind or toward one travel- 
ing at a high rate of speed. The opera- 
tor blows his horn and takes it for granted 
that lie is going to get the right of way, 
and lie never slows up, swerving a hit to 
the edge of the road and racing by in a 
cloud of dust with the mufller cut out. 

The sane motorist, covered xx itli dust, 
aud feeling disgusted, would like to choke 
the insane driver if lie bad the chance 
That is all. If lie made a note of the 
number, and dropped a card to the High- 
way Commission, giving the facts, it 
would not be long before that speed 
maniac would be called to account. 

Many motorists feel that they do not 
want to be called informers. If they saw 
a man setting lire to their homes late at 
night, jeopardizing tlie lives of their 
families and causing the loss of their pro- 
perty, how loug would they stand idly by 
without taking actiou? Yet the man who 
drives a motor car on the highways in a 
mauner that shows a disregard for the 
lives aud property of others should lie 
stopped just as much as the firebug. 

INNOCENT VICTIMS. 

The deplorable fact iu connexion with 
motor accidents is the death or injury of 
inuoccnt victims, the people riding in the 
tonneaus. They are often sitting there in 
fear aud trembling as the driver takes 
chances, sometimes unconsciously, or 
agaiu just to show his alleged skill. He 
does it finally once too often and the 
crash follows. 

If more people had the nerve to insist 
upon getting out when tlie driver handled 
the car in n way that seemed to be dan- 
gerous It would be better for all. On 
Glidden tours in tlie past tlie writer has 
seen some examples of driving on tlie 
part of men who should have known bet- 
tliat was absolutely reckless. And in 
some of tlie cars were passengers who 
rode for miles with blanched faces, ex- 
pecting every minute to he thrown out 
and injured or killed. 

It was due to the fact that a few news- 
paper men had tlie courage to write con- 
ditions as they saxv them ; to tell officials 
plainly what they thought of the rules 
and the way that the tours xvere being 
run, that brought about changes for the 
better. So today changes may be brought 
about to make our highways really safe if 
tlie motorists will take a hand in the mat- 
ter and by reporting flagrant cases of 
reckless driving off the road men who 
never should be allowed to handle a car. 

There are not a great mauy such drivers 
iJt tlie 40,000 or more cars .registered in 
State only a small portion are handled 
recklessly. And it became known gener 
ally that the Highway Commission was 
receiving reports from motorists on the 
roads about hoxv cars were being handled 
it xvould have the effect of curbing those 
xvlio were temp'"! to assume to own tlie 
higwavs.— Bosi.,ii Globe.

Napoleon’s Last Doctor, 

M. Frederic Masson lias traced tlie 
remarkable career of Signor Antoin- 
marclii. whom Cardinal Fesch sent to 
St Helena to net as Napoleon's medi- 
cal adviser. lie was not even quali- 
fied, but was only a student holding 
an appointment in the dissecting room 
of the Florence hospital, and lie diag- 
nosed cancer of the stomach as a sim- 
ple indigestion and counseled the em- 
peror to cure it by digging in the gar- 
den. After Napoleon’s death lie tried 
to obtain a pension from bis heirs on 
the strength of an unsupported state- 
ment that there was a codicil In the 
will bequeathing one to him. Marie 
Louise nnd Nelpperg refused to do 
anything for him, but the matter ulti- 
mately went to arbitration, and he wns 
awarded an annuity of 3,000 francs, 
lie raised a little ready money by sell- 
ing Napoleon’s death mask, and then, 
after setting up in medical practice lrt 
Paris and failing to obtain patients, 
he crossed the ocean to New Orleans, 
lie died in Santiago in 183S.— West- 
minster Gazette. 

Dickuns’ Resemblance to Tennyson. 

Some of the great writers of the last 
century seem to have resembled each 
other in physical nppearance as well 
ns in genius. Mr. Comyns Carr in his 
"Eminent Victorians" states that he 
was struck at one of Dickens’ readings 
by the resemblance of Tennyson. Aft- 
erward, on seeing a pencil drawing 
which Millais made of Dickens after 
death, he found the likeness to the 
poet still more marked, and on the 
sketch being shown to Tennyson he, 
too, observed the resemblance. He 
gazed at it curiously for some min- 
utes, then exclaimed: “Why, this Is a 
most extraordinary drawing. It is ex- 
actly like myself." And Lady Dorothy 
Nevlll in her “Reminiscences" tells of I 
a painting purchased by a friend of 
iiers as a portrait of Browning. It 
was afterward found to be a portrait 
of Dickens, made by an artist friend 
at Gad’s Hill.

When the late Franklin Fyles first 
visited London he told his traveling 
'companion as they rose from break- 
fast the first morning that he would 
have to be gone most of the day. “I’ve 
got to see a doctor and a lawyer to 
whom I have cards of introduction,’’ 
he explained, "and there are a couple 
of dramatic critics here who’ve written 
me to call as soon as I reached town. 
Then I’m going to hnnt up Goldsmith’s 
grave down in Temple Gardens. I’d 
rather see that than any other one 
thing in England.”

New York, duly 1*2 Arrangements 
were completed in this City today for 
starting an extensive campaign to preserve 
the bird*, game and fur-bearing animals 
of Alaska 

It w as learned that $.">.ih*<Mk> have al- 
aesdy been snbscibed for thi* purpose 
and that more funds will be available as 
needed The importance of this move- 
ment at nice becomes manifast when it is 
renumbered that for years to come many 
of the inhabitants of that territory must 
depend upon game birds and auimals al- 
most entirely for their meet supply. 

The flocking of settlers to North wes 
Canada the past few years ha* made im 
portant changes in the conditions of water 
bird life in America. The draining of in- 
numerable sloug* and grassy lakes is driv- 
ing annually the breeding ducks and geese 
farther North and Alaska w ill ultimately 
be their cheif summer home on this conti- 
nent. 

•-We shall begin by inaugurating bird 
study in all the schools w ith the use of 
free literature and colored pictures of 
bird*", said T. Gi.hert Pearson to day. 
who, as Secretary of the National Associ- 
ation of Audubon Societies, has charge of 
of the arrangemets. "We havclhe hearty 
co-operation of the I'oited States Bureau 
of Kducation in the school work w e shall 
undertade We w ill also employ guards 
to protect many of the important bird 
colonies and to prosecute illegal killers of 
game. 

An agent of the Associotion w ill sail 
from Seattle in a few days to investigate 
anil report on certain existing conditions 
and active work in other directions will 
begin at once.

ON THE FARM 

This Column Alone Cost Us More 
Than $200. a Year. Yon Can 
Have it a Year for $2.00 and the 
Rest of the Paper for Nothing. 

Where pine leaves or “needles" can be 
procured, they make an excellent mulch 
for strawberry beds. 

While all good farms do not belong to 
good farmers, good farmers usually own 
good farms. They make them so. 

If the farm is large enough to rt quire 
the services of a hired man, it is good 
judgement to build a tenant house for 
him. Then it is easier to get a hand, who 
is married, the kind that usually gives the 
best satisfaction as workers. 

Lime beans must be picked regularly 
while green for a long season of bearing. 
If the pods are allowed to ripen and dry, 
the vines will soon cease to yield and die. 
The latest crop may tie allowed to ripen 
for seed. 

Corn worm* eat kernels of the corn 
and their is no reliable remedy known. 
Plowing land in tlic fall and working it 
over again in the spring seems to aid 
inati rially in keeping worms down. 

I u tin* summer one is apt to be a little 
careless in caring for the poultry. We 
believe it is not generally supposed to in- 
tile case, but poultry, both old and voting, 
contract more diseases from June to Sep- 
tember Ilian at other time of tin* year. 

Tiie thriftincss of the asparagus bed 
next season will be largely dependent 
upon tiie stalks that remain on the bed 
this season making a good growth, for in 
a general w ay the growth of the plants 
above and below ground corresponds 
quite closely. 

Set celery plants in low trendies, bnt 
do not bring the soil up to the plants till 
after they have made full growth. They 
need all the air and light possible during 
the growing period. Never work with 
celery immediately after a rain or when 
the dew is on. as this is apt to bring on 
disease. 


Lawn clippings are excellent to put 
around tomato plants, as they retain the 
moisture and keep the ground damp for a 
number of days during dry weather. They 
also keep down tiie weeds: and, as they 
decay and are worked into the ground, 
they make a valuable fertilizer for tlic 
soil. 

While both Jerseys and Ilolsteins are 
among the leading, if not the leading, 
dairy breeds, they nevertheless have so 
little in common from the standpoint of 
bovine type or habit that it is unwise to 
cross them. Either breed will fare better 
and give better returns by itself than 
with a mixing of bloods. 

Tiie best location for the warm weather 
chicks is the orchard, and the trees also 
protect them from storms. Coops and 
brooders may be scattered around under 
the trees, and there should be plenty of 
drinking vessels provided. Shade and 
cool and plenty of fresh water must be 
furnished chickens of all ages at this 
season. 

Late summer is an ideal time to plow 
and prepare land to be set with fruit this 
fall. Extra working of the soil will in- 
sure better success with the plants set 
out. On thin or hilly land it is wisdom 
to sow a cover crop of rye or some simi- 
lar crop to feed the soil and prevent soil 
erosion during fall, winter and spring 
This cover crop is to be plowed under for 
enriching the soil the following spring. 

Farmers who know Hie value of trees, 
plant them in necessary abundance and 
where they will do the most good. Trees 
are often helped by cultivation, but this 
is not essential w ith all varieties. Trees 
are valuable because they produce shade 
for stock, retard wind, prevent the drift- 
ing of snow and the washing of loose 
soil, lessen evaporation, furnish fuel and 
posts, furnish nesting places for valuable 
birds and ornament a lawn or pasture. 
The thrifty fanner plants and cares for 
trees. 

Dairy products are commanding such 
attractive prices that many who are not 
in the dairy business either as a side line 
to general farming or as a specialty, 
would like to be. Few, however, can 
start with a good sized dairy herd now 
because of the scarcity and high prices 
of dairy stock, both young and old. Tiie 
only way for tiie average farmer to secure 
a herd of good producing cows is to breed 
common cows, or whatever animals lie 
lias, to a good bull of some distinct dairy 
breed and save absolutely all of the good 
heifers.

STORIED Cr r iJS IX. 

The Lady Who Told tho Pontiff Shn 
Wished He Were Dead. 

Lady 1‘it get in t Do Nineteenth Cen- 
tury lias a chapter of recollections 
dealing with life in Home during the 
first years of completely united Italy, 
when Lady Paget's husband was P.rit- 
ish ambassador to the Quirinal. Among 
her stories are some of Pope Pius IX., 
which show that pontiff in a most ami- 
able light. Though tlie pope had twice 
excommunicated tlie king, they really 
loved each oilier, says Lady Paget, 
“for they were made of the same kind 
of stuff, and both belonged emphatical- 
ly to the days that are past and gone. 
Impulsive in action, primesautier and 
generous in temperament, they allowed 
themselves the luxury of sometimes 
letting tlieir feelings deviate from what 
others might consider tlie stern path of 
duty.” 

When King Victor Emmanuel died 
his chaplain, against all rules, gave 
him absolution for everything, though 
he was under the major excommunica- 
tion. The pope sent for tho priest, in- 
quired most feelingly about tlie king’s 
last moments, and when the chaplain 
confessed Plus IX., with tears in his 
eyes, cried; “Ilai fatto bene! Hal fatto 
bene!" (“You have done well! You 
have done well!") 

Another story Illustrates Pius IX.’s 
sense of humor. It concerns Mme. de 
Corcelles, the wife of the ambassador to 
tlie Vatican, a delightful old lady, who 
often visited Lady Paget, in spite of 
prohibitions. “For," she declared, “I 
am tlie granddaughter of Lafayette, 
and 1 do what I please.” She never 
addressed tlie cardinals as eminence, 
but hailed them in cheery tones ns lier 
“dear cardinals.” When one day she 
visited Pius IX. he asked her whether 
she had seen all the sights of Homo. 
“Yes, holy father,” she replied, “but I 
should dearly like to see a conclave." 

This story was told by tho pontiff 
himself. 

PORT SAID GAMBLERS. 

Traps They Have Ready Baited to 
Fleece Unwary Tourists. 

Picturesque Port Said, at tho en- 
trance to the Suez canal, is given an 
unsavory reputation by I. Johnston 
Abraham in his book, “The Surgeon's 
Log.”

During his stay at a place called Caja- 
marea, in the Cordilleras, the Ameri- 
can was enabled to witness an in- 
stance of tills.

JEFFERSON’S FAMOUS HOME. 

Matchless In the Earthseape That En- 
circles Its Setting. 

Monticello divides Interest with 
Mount Vernon as the most historical 
homestead In Virginia. It Is Insepara- 
bly connected with the life of Thomas 
Jefferson, and his writings on philoso- 
phy, statesmanship, history, political 
economy and tlie common affairs of 
life, accomplished in its classic shades, 
have made him known as the “sage of 
Monticello." The architecture of the 
building Is unique. It is, first of all, 
Jeffersonian, but as the name of the 
estate is Italian the builder preserved 
the harmonies in basing the form on 
Italian ideals. 

The summit of the “little mountain” 
was leveled to form a park of some ten 
acres, in the center of which the lines 
of the mansion were laid. It has four 
fronts, and it is difficult to determine 
which presents the widest and most 
attractive view. In any direction there 
is outspread a superb view of a land- 
scape that cannot be matched In its 
splendid setting of mountain aud val- 
ley, highland and meadow, forest and 
stream. Tlie prospect is an earthseape 
limited only by the power of vision. 

The house was begun in Mr. Jeffer- 
son’s youth and built in sections. Thir- 
ty years elapsed before its final com- 
pletion owing to the fact that the 
builder was his own architect and con- 
tractor, and the demands of his coun- 
try required more of bis time than he 
could devote to his private affairs. 
When It was finally completed the in- 
fluence of French art had left Its Im- 
press on the builder’s mind, and the 
interior decorations and furnishing re 
fleeted the taste of the Louts periods.— 
Francis N. Barksdale In Leslie’s.

The scoop I 
of the shovel, which Is unusually ca- j 
paclous, is meshed and bound In Iron j 
strips. In the hack is a series of 1 
sharp toothed wheels, projecting i 
slightly through slots in tin* bottom 
of the scoop, so that when the latter j 
Is passed over a supporting surface 
the wheels revolve and cut the larger j 
cinders Into pieces small enough to 1 
fall through the mesh. Good coal | 
will be too hard to break tip In this j 
way.

Chopped Meat Pie.

Make a good biscuit crust of two cui>- 
ftils of flour, roll not too thick, longer 
than wide, put the meat In and wet 
the edges, pinch together on the top 
and bake in a quick oven about twen- 
ty minutes. Have ready some gravy. 
If none is left over make some with 
a little of the meat, pour over the 
pastry and return to the oven for 
about ten minutes. 

East Indian Curry. 

For an East Indian curry dredge 
with flour a large onion cut into thin 
slices, an apple chopped fine and half 
n cupful of green peas drained from a 
can. Add two level teaspoonfuls of 
curry and cook in a couple of table- 
spoonfuls of butter until the flour and 
onion brown, then add hot water or, 
better, real stock. Put in a chicken 
that lias been cut Into the usual pieces 
and simmer the mixture slowly until 
the ehieken Is tender. Season with 
salt and serve around a mound of hot 
boiled rice.

The pike’s reputation for cruelty and 
voraciousness is such that it has been 
popularly dubbed the “water wolf." I 
It is probable, however, that many 
species of sea Hsh are equally, if not 
a great deal more, rapacious. Large 
dogfish, congers, pollack, cod and bass 
are especially ferocious, while halibut 
will very often seize nnd kill other 
large fish.

Mountaineers In eastern Euro(>e 
often take a dose of arsenic before 
commencing a climb, and It Is also 
customary to give it to horses and dog« 
to give brightness and gloss to their 
skins.— Loudon Chronicle.
